^rch Proctor, father and son, 
taken from the jail at 2 a. m., 
and hanged to a cedar tree just out- 
side that town, and Bill Proctor, an- 
other son, was shot aud killed in his 
cell. 

A mob of about 100 men broke 
into the jail about 1:40 a. m. by bat- 
tering down the door with sledge 
hammers. The jailer was forced to 
give up the cell keys. The tractors 
were up, as they had been warned the 
da; before of what was to come. 
Bill Proctor swore he would not leave 
his cell alive, and as he was a power- 
ful man and hard to handle, one of 
the mob shot him with a pistol. Im- 
mediately afterward a charge of 
buckshot was fired at him end as he 
volley of pistol shots were 
Bred. About 20 balls entered his 
body. 

After Proctor was down, a man en- 
tered the cell and placed a pistol at 
the head of the fallen man, pulled the 
trigger, aud thus died the most dan- 
gerous man in Logan county.

■ 'The Crop Outlook In SouihUakotH for 1897 

It requires but a small amouut of 
rainfall iu South Dakota to mature 
the crop. During 1896 South Dakota 
had, up to Sept. 30th, three aud sev- 
ententh8 inches more of rainfall than 
for auy of the previous sixteen years. 
Since September 30th there has been 
added at least three or four inches to 
the excess, making a gain of uearly 
eight inches more than the average. 
Early in November there were heavy 
rains, depositing over two inches, and 
since then there have been heavy 
snows, and about a foot of snow cov- 
ered the ground on November 25th. 
Dakota farmers have abundance of 
hay and great supply of oats, barley 
and corn. Wheat has advanced to 
about seventy cents a bu»hel iv the 
local market, and prospects fop furth- 
er advance are good. The ground 
will come out in the spring better 
soaked than evir before. The pros- 
pect for better prices next year is 
good. There are thousands of people 
in the East who could do no better 
than to go to South Dakota now and 
buy their seed and feed fo

When the revoltit ionary war liegan 
the hills and dales now covered with 
the residences and public buildings 
the national capital were as densely 
wooded as the hills of Arlington. 
Georgetown was then an establhihed 
town and doing a thriving business. 
Hut ail the land east of Kock creek 
was occupied by the children of the 
forest, the noble red men. 

Georgetown grew and waxed strong 
long after the seat of government was 
. located here, and many a statesman 
lived in the quaint and aristocratic old 
town, although their daily duties were 
in the new city. In 1730 the federal 
government established offices in 
Georgetown, and that was before the 
capital had been located. On Febru- 
ary 10. 1790. William B. Magruder was 
appointed postmaster, and on October 
3, 1790, James McCubbin Lingan was 
appointed collector of customs. The 
descendants of those worthies are as 
proud of their ancestry a« ever Clara 
Vere de Vere dared to be of hers, and 
Bhe wa» "the daughter of a hundred 
earls." They are good people until 
thin day and there is no record of a 
black sheep in either family. One of 
the Magrudcrs is a successful doctor, 
another a prosperous merchant, and all 
of the Indies are worthy and winsome. 
The Lingans are nearly all gone. One 
of them. McCubbin Lingan. is an excel- 
lent newspaper writer. He was here 
several years as the correspondent of 
tome prominent papers, but went to 
Michigan to reside. 

The office of collector of customs has 
never been discontinued since the date 
of it* establishment. The office of post- 
master has been abolished already, and 
is merged into the office of the post- 
master of Washington. That is to say, 
Jt i» merely a sub-station of the Wash- 
ington poet office. When this official ao 
tion was taken there was weeping and 
wailing in Georgetown. The good peo- 
ple there were always jealous of the 
growth of Washington, and entertained 
no patriotic pride in the development 
of the national capital, because they re- 
allKKl that the growth of Washington 
woold minimize their city. Theoldeat 
rtually «hed .tear* when 



walk and is surmounted by trees a.% old 
as the hills and as large and widespread- 
ing as the tree beneath which the vil- 
lage smithy stood. It is an aristocrat- 
ic-looking building, and if the govern- 
ed, will sell it, after the office is re- 
eved, it would make a palatial resi- 
dence for some rich man.

Brigs and other large ves- 
sels could not reach Georgetown on ac- 
count of the gradual filling of the 
stream. The Appropriation hub - neces- 
sary. Since then many millions have 
been expended on the Potomac. If the 
government had not cleared the channel 
of the Potomac a grand canal would 
u Washington to the 

Ohio river. 

The grand canal was practically set- 
tled favorably In public opinion, and on 
July 4. 182S, President John Quincy 
Adams, the members of his cabinet, 
members of the diplomatic corps and 
heads of the corporations of the thr<;e 
cities of the District of Columbia, 
namely, Georgetown, Washington and 
Alexandria, assembled in Georgetown 
and formed a procession which 
marched to the custom house wharf, 
and there embarked on the Surprise, 
revenue bunt, and wefft down the river 
to the place w here the new canal was to 
be started. There President Adams 
with a spade turned the first sod in the 
proposed canal, reverently saying: 
"Be fruitful, replenish the earth and 
subdue it." But the canal project was 
finally abandoned.

OAS LIGHTING, 

Revolutionized by the Invention of a 
Hartford Man. 

A new invention In artificial !;«JiL- 
i«»K, recently perfected in Hartford, 
may result in a considerable revolu- 
tion in methods of illumination. 
Lamps without wicks and oil lamps 
that burn without chimneys are not 
unknown, but the successful pro- 
duction of a good gaslight direct 
from hydro-carbon and without the 
use of an extensive gas reservoir or 
elaborate and cumbersome mechan- 
ism is a novelty as well as perhaps 
a Beemlng impossibility. Leroy S. 
Lewis, of Hartford, is the pateutee 
of an apparatus by which gas is 
evc lved directly from a small reser- 
of liquid hydro-carbon The 
i generated by the burning gas 
operates to suck the oil into the 
tube where it is converted into gas 
aud emerges to make a steady and 

jj^'a&raSa 

No perishable medium is eru- 
pted in the apparatus and there 
Is noting to get out of order. The 
gas fixture with the small oil bulb 
attached is not cumbersome or un- 
usual in appearance. No one on 
seeing two of these g&3 jets burning 
when suspended from the ceiling or 
the wall exactly like an ordinary gas 
light would suspect that it did not 
draw its supply of gas from some 
distant source. The light Is st«»dy 
and not a great h«*>»-p«TXiucer. Gas 
used in this way could not possibly 
eost over 50 cents per 1,000 feet. 
The fixtures are cheap and easily 
manufactured. 

This invention will make it pos- 
sible to introduce illuminating gas 
in every community without the 
establishment of any plant for the 
manufacture of gas. Country vil- 
lages may be as thoroughly lighted 
by gas as any city. The potent is a 
broad and fundamental one, the 
principle of the invention being 
wholly new.-Springneld (Mass.) Re- 
publican. 

NEW STEEBABLE BALLOON. 

Can Bs Prop -Med Against Even a 
Strong H -ad Wind. 
At the Berlin industrial exhibition 
there is to be saen a wonderful bal- 
loon, which is reported to be steer- 
able in a remarkable degree. This 
lendous bag rose to the height of 
it 65 feet aud was propjlled in 
all directions, even against the wind. 
The public was allowed to give the 
directions, so that there should be 
no doubt as to the genuine powers 
of the new aerial vessel. Dr. Wol- 
fert, the designer of the balloon, 
ns that it can be steered against 
wind at any altitude, but this 
has not yet been tested. 

The motive power of this elliptical- 
ly built balloon is a kind of double- 
bladed ship's propeller, having a 
diameter of about three yards. It is 
placed in front of the basket, while 
right below the car is another pro- 
peller of the same dimensions, for 
upward and downward movement. 
These propellers make 500 revolu- 
tions per minute. The eugine is of 
eight-horse power. The monster 
balloon is over 30 yards long, and 
m the center the diameter is about 
yards. The basket from 
shape is called a gallerie, 
and is five yards long. It is 
constructed of bamboo and is 
fastened to the balloon in such a 
way as to form an integral part of 
its bulky sustainer. Neither part 
can have separate movement. The 
method of fastening the two is the 
secret of the inveutor, Dr. Wolfert, 
who will not say anything about it. 
He has made 53 ascents with other 
smaller balloons of this construction, 
the last time on May 20 from the 
royal department of military 
aeronauts' drill ground. This latest 
and largest of his progeny he has 
christened Deutschland, and it is 
hinted that the form of the balloon 
is not dissimilar from that ordered 
by the Spanish government for use 
rist the Cuban revolutionaries.—

That such was really the case is shown 
by the fact that there are still pre- 
served, at the Tai is library, 17 cards 
which had been painted by that artist 
for the purpose indicated, as an account 
book of the court treasurer of Charles 
VI. conclusively proves, wherein the 
expenditure of a certain amount paid to 
Qringonneur for three decks of playing 
cards, |>ainted In gold and colors, is 
duly recorded. Later researches hace 
proved, however, that cards had been 
introduced into southern Europe be- 
fore that time, and an Italian author, 
Feliciano Bussi, in the history of Viter- 
bo, cites a passage from an unpublished 
chronicle of Viterbo by a native, Nicolo 
do Coveluzzo, wherein mention is made 
of playing cards which were brought to 
Spain in 1H79 by the Saracens. This

The picture cards 
stm bear the imprint of the same awk- 
rard figures, clad in impossible cos- 
utnes, which distinguished them cen- 
turies ago. This is especially true of the 
.merican or French, card whose pic- 
ures remind one involuntarily of the 
stiff wooden images of some Hindoo 
deity or the roughly hewn totems of 
the natives of Alaska. Neither is there 
any symbolism or meaning connected 
with the emblems of these cards. 

In this respect the modern taroque 
card 1s an improvement in so far as the 
21 trump cards of numerical denomina- 
tion bear pictorial representation! of 
pastoral life and sundry agricultural, 
artistic and scientific occupations and 
sporting pastimes, while the pic'.ure 

of a slightly more artistic design, lack- 
ing the painful stiffness of lines which 
distinguishes the others. 

The artistic merit of the designs on 
the Swiss card may possibly be some- 
what lower thsn that of the taroque 
deck, bi«t the pictures are decidedly 
interesting. They represent the heroes 
of that Swiss uprising against Austrian, 
oppression, of which William Tell was 
the historical or mythical central fig- 
ure; and, although the portraits are 
of necessity imaginary, the costumes 
at least have the merit of historical 
fidelity, and. altogether, they teach a 
historic;! ; lesson and inspire patrietie- 
feelings in the natives of the little re- 
public.
